New York, Aug. 11—{Special }—An. 
drew Carnegie, who died today at his 
summer residence near Lenox, Mass., 
did not see fulfilled his often-expressed 
wish “that he might die a poor man.” 

This declaration was made by a close 
friend of the Carnegie family. In spite 
of the fact that the ironmaster, in 
dighteen years, had given away or 
granted funds in excess of $350,000,000, 
this friend estimated the tronmaster’s 
wealth at the time of his death at 
$500,000,000. 

When Mr. Carnegie retired in 1901 
he sold his securities of the Carnegie 
Steel company to the United States 
Steel corporation for $303,450,000 in 
ponds of that company. He was, how- 
ever, possessed of large interests in 
pédition to those bonds. 

- Main Fortune Not Touched. 


When he started, in 1901, to give his 
fortune away he made some 
into his capital for several years* The 
main body of his fortune, however, is 
believed to have béen left intact and 
in recent years to have increased by 
the accumulation of interest until, ac- 
cording to estimates today, it may ap- 
proximate half a billion dollars. 

The fortune of $303,450,000 in 5 per 
cent bonds, if allowed to increase by 
the accumulation of interest and re- 
investment since 1901, would amount 
to a billion dollars today. Mr. Car- 
negie’s numerous benefactions pre- 
vented this, but despite the scale of 
his philanthropies it was believed that 
his fortune was at his death as large 
as it ever was. 


Death Comes Suddenly. 


Lenox, Mass., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
Andrew Carnegie’s illness was of only 
a few days. Last Thursday he sutf- 
fered a slight cold. On Friday it was 
more severe. Saturday his physician 
ordered him to remain indoors, but it 
Was not until yesterday afternoon that 
bronchial pneumonia appeared. He 
passed away at 7:10 this morning. 

The body lies tonight in Mr. Car- 
hegie’s summer home, Shadow Brook, 
a mansion half way up one of the 
Berkshire hills, above e Mackee- 
nhac, upon which the aged man had 
spent so many pleasant hours. 

No ostentation will mark the fu- 
neral of the man who, when he began, 
eighteen years ago, to give away his 
millions was reputed to have the sec- 
ond largest private fortune in Amevica. 

The funeral, which will be attended 
only by members of the family and 
household, will be held at Shadow 
Brook Thursday morning at 11 o'clock.

Wife Is at Bedside. 


Mrs. Carnegie was at her husband's 
bedside in the last hours, but he did 
hot revive sufficiently to permit of any 
sign of recognition. 

Their daughter, Margaret, who last 
April married Ensign Roswell Miller 
of New York, formerly of Chicago, was 
notified when it was apparent that the 
iliness would be fatal, and she hurried 
from her home at Millbrook, N. Y., ar- 
riving a few minutes after her father 
had died. 

The widow bore the shock bravely. 
Her physician said tonight that she 
had recovered sufficiently to make it 
possible for her to go through the 
ordeal of the private funeral service. 
She was not equal, however, to the task 
of directing final arrangements for the 
Service and burial. . 

Many Messages of Sorrow. 

Immediately after the news of Mr. 
Carnegie’s death was flashed to the 
World messages of condolence from 
men of affairs all over the country 
Wegan to arrive in Lenox. All of Mr. 
Carnegie’s former lieutenants in his 
great steel enterprises, hundreds of 
others who had known him in philan- 
thropic and other works wired expres- 
sions of sorrow.

AIDEN FROM U. S. 


Even France and Great 
Britain Kept Mum — 
About It. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—Exist- 
ence of the secret treaty between Ja- 
pan and Great Britain regarding the 
Shantung, China, peninsula, was “ con- 
cealed” from Secretary Lansing by 
Viscount Ishii, Japanese ambassador 
to the United States, Mr. Lansing tes- 


tified today before the senate foreign 
relations committee. 


On Sept. 6, 1917, Mr. Lansing said, ' 


during the negotiations leading up to 
the Lansing-Ishii agreement, Viscount 
Ishii told him that he had assured Sir 
Edward Grey, the British foreign min- 
ister, that Japan would return Kiao- 
Choy to China, “ but would have to re 
tain the German Pacific islands be- 
cause no Japanese government could 
stand without retaining them.” 
Ishii the Silent. 

“Did Viscount Ishii make any fur- 
ther statement regarding the disposi- 
tion of German claims in China?” 
asked Senator Borah, Republican, 
Idaho. 

“ No,” replied Secretary Lansing. 

“But you know now that at that 
time Japan had an understanding with 
Great Britain for Japanese control of 
Kaio-Chau, and that Ishii concealed 
that from the secretary of the United 
States.” 

“That’s tho truth.” 

The secretary said he first heard of 
the secret treaties on the subject be- 
tween Japan and Great Britain, France, 
Russia, and Italy in February of this 
year at Versailles. He said he had in- 
vestigated “ very thoroughly,” and that 


these secret treaties never were pub- 


lished in Russia. 
British and French Soft Pedal. 

Secretary Lansing said neither for- 
mer Premier Viviani of France nor 
former Foreign Minister Balfour of 
Great Britain had mentioned any se- 
cret territorial agreements when they 
visited the United States just after this 
country went to war. He did not con- 
sider the agreement binding on the 
United States. 

Secretary Lansing said it was he 
who suggested to Viscount Ishii that 
it would be well for the two govern- 
ments to reaffirm the open door policy 
in China. 

During his conversation with Vis- 
count Ishii, Mr. Lansing said he was 
willing to state that Japan had “ spe- 
cial” interests in China providing the 
word was not interpreted to mean 
“paramount” interests.

_' MAKE THE STREETS SAFE. 


Experience has not enabled a rational Chicago 
resident to put much confidence in the efficacy of 
the occasional flurries of activity which follow 
some striking crime or series of crimes. A con- 
sistent policy persistently pressed is not found 
in the flurries. They merely serve to give the 
impression that a great effort is being made. 

We do think, however, that the new species of 
highway robbery and murder which is attaining 
special development here can be acted upon and 
iis seriousness reduced. 

The city cannot be so lax as to allow its boule- 
vards and streets to become as dangerous as old 
time, robber infested coach roads. The peculiar 
development which the crime of automobile rob- 
bery is obtaining here at the hands of young thugs 
who are quite willing murderers will, if not ar- 
rested, soon make the streets perilous for any one 
driving an automobile. 

The police recently have been hard worked and 
th chief of police is probably right in saying that 
several gangs have been encouraged by condi- 
tions to grow more daring: That may be a factor, 
but it is not the only factor in the situation.

EUROPE, 

It is nine fgnonths since the armistice brought the 
war toa diose, and yet in applying for a passport 
for Eurgpe one would assume that hostilities were 
still in progress. We confess we know of no good 
reason why Americans should not have unrestricted 
freedom to go to Europe if they desire to do so, but 
the prospective traveler soon discovers that no such 
ideas are entertained by the state department. The 
-pplicant for a passport may consider himself lucky 

‘he can present any reason which will be regarded 

: sufficient to justify his going abroad. 

\We are constrained to ask whether the admin- 
isuration is actuated by a desire to protect Amer- 
ccan citizens from the foreigners or to protect the 
foreigners from American citizens. We apprehend 
that Buropeans are willing to take their chances 
with American visitors, especially since the latter 
are likely to go well stocked with American gold. 
As for protecting Americans, that seems 4 trifle 
far fetched, considering the indifference towards 

what has happened in Mexico. Americans have

INDIAN OFFERS PROBLEM. 
T a recent meeting of the Mon- 
tana Health society Dr, Russell 
told his audience that something 
must be done about the Indian, 
not only for the protection of the Indians 
but also for that of the whites. 
Dr. Russell’s experience has been with 
the Crows. Hayden says there were 8,000 
Crows when the white man first came in 
touch with them. In 1862 there were 
4,600. Now there are only 1,689. Other 
Indians are dying out in about the same 
ratio. Their birth rate is not especially 
high and their death rate is out of all 
bounds. 
The death rate ts said to be 87 per 
1,000, as compared with about 12 per 
1,000 for whites. Twenty-five per cent 
of the deaths are due to consumption 
and 331-3 per cent are the deaths of 
children under 3 years of age. 
Moving the Indians out of tents and 
into houses has not proved wise. In the 
old days, when the location of a camp be- 
came unspeakably fouled, the tents were 
moved. Now the houses and yards be- 
come just as fouled, but the house is un- 
movable. The moving is done by the ten- 
ants who move on to the “ happy hunt- 
ing grounds.” But this much has to do 
with the Indians alone. '

A few years ago the Indians 
near Billings had seventeen cases of 
infantile paralysis, They carried the 
disease to the whites in Billings and 
forty-seven of the latter contracted the 
| digense. Six died of it. 

When the Indians of Oregon and Wash- 
ington were transferred into the public 
schools they spread trachoma wherever 
they went. Not only do Indians carry 
contagion but they pollute streams from 
which water supplies are taken. 

The department of the interior has 
charge of the Indians, giving them some 
care when sick, helping them to farm, 
to build houses, and assisting them in 
the control of their property, but the 
department does not educate them in per- 
sonal hygiene, teach them disease pre- 
vention, or do any public health work 
among them. Being government charges 
on government reservations, state and 
local health departments are powerless 
to protect their own people against them 
or to protect the well Indians against the 
infected. 

In consequence as they go down to 
complete extermination they spread con- 
tagion among the white people in contact 
with them. Either local health authori- 
ties should be given some pewers to con- 
trol contagion among the Indians or 
else the national government should put 
the public health service at work as 
health officers for the Indians. 


LAYMAN OFFERS ADVICE.

E. F. W. wants aluminum mitts for 
thumb suckers. If she will make some 
splints out of cigar box material, one- 
half inch wide and eight inches long; 
and, out of some soft cloth, make pockets 
for these, similar to sunbonnets, put them 
loosely around the arm at elbow, pin 
them both above and below, the baby’s 
arm can be bent, but the thumb cannot 


get to the mouth. I broke our boy, 4 
months old, with this simple arrange- 
ment, over the tears, and protests of 
both his mother and his ‘ black mammy. 
The habit leads to such unfortunate re~ 
sults, the remedy is so simple, cheap, 
and effective, it is a pity that every 
young mother does not know about it.”

Coroner Jury Argues 
Hours Over Killing 
of Young Negro. 


Hanson Baker, Norman Partee, and 
Louis Graise, all colored, and Dan Tor- 
cello, white, were ordered held to the 
grand jury in connection with the fatal 
shooting of Theodore Copling, a col- 
ored boy, by the coroner’s jury which 
completed a four days’ inquiry into the 
death and returned its verdict at 11 
o'clock last night. 

The jury found no evidence against 
Walter Freelow and Anthony Cham- 
bers, both colored, who had been 
seized by the police, and recommended 
that they be -discharged from police 
custody. 

Copling was shot to death while in 
the vicinity of 2920 South State street 
on the night of July 30 while the race 
riot was at its height. 

Stépfather Had Revolver. 

Torcello, stepfather of the murdered 
boy, the jury decided was present at 
the time of the shooting with a re 
volver in his hand, and Graise, who 
had made threats against the boy, was 
also present at the time of the shoot- 
ing, and armed. 

The jury heard testimony for four 
days in connection with the inquest 


The jurors were instructed by Coroner 
Hoffman, in returning their verdict, to 
make such recommendations as they 
believed necessary for the future peace 
of Chicago. 

Jury Divided for Hours. 

At first the jury is said to have been 
four to two for holding four of the men, 
Seme doubt as to Torcello’s guilt caused 
two of the jurors to disagree, but on 
the next ballot five were in favor of 
holding the four suspects to the grand 
jury.

German Envoys

ine 11.—Bachelors may 
be barred from the German diplomatic 
service, if a movement proposed today | 
-by Frau Clara Mende, one of the lead- 
ing women the national 
assembly, is successiu 

In an interview concerning the im- 
mediate aims of Germany's recegtly 
enfranchised women, Frau Mende em- 
phasized the natural adaptability for 
socia] reform work and then spoke with 
deep concern of women and the char- 
acter of diplomatic service in foreign 
countries. 

“The immigration question particu- 
larly concerns the women at this time,” 
Frau Mende said. “Women can go 
to other countries, but where will they 
zo, who will advise them, and who 
will help them after they reach a for- 
eign country? Naturally the govern- 
ment will think this matter over, but 
the women would rather see less think- 
ing and more action. 

“Women must impress on the gov- 
ernment three ideas of our representa- 
tion abroad, and, first of all, that no 
consuls or no foreign represéntatives 
be selected who are unmarried in order. 
that each place where we are repre-' 
sented the families of our representa- 
tives may become centers of German 
colonies. Women also should let the 
wives of these men know they must 
take a different view of the duties 
that usually fall to them than for- 
merly.”’ 

In direct contrast to the angry pro- 
tests of many former officers Lieut.
